Rumours of a declaration of war between 
Japan and tussia were prevalent in the 
Colony on Saturday, but theré was nu 
foundation for them evidenced in telegrams. 
The Daily Mail story of Russia’s. suggested 
partition of Corea, and Japan's refusal of 
the offer has been contradicted by .the 
Japauesa Minister in London, Baton 
‘ ‘Havasi, ‘fhe North-Chinw Daily News 
publishes o telegram from Tokyo which 
states that: “ presént appearauces' indicate 
the transfer .of the negotiations hetween 
Russia.end Japan to Tokyo, Baron Rosen, 
the Russian Minister, having been ‘given 
* plenary powers.” ‘This perhaps is the result 
of Baron Rosrn’s visit. to Port Arthur and 
his conferenca with Admiral ALEXIErY, ‘a9 
it was obvious that Baron “Rogen was not 
likely to have gone to Port ‘Arthur at the 
present grave crisis oxeept for very import- 
ant reasons, What the result of. the 
conference may. be it is-imposeible oven to 
hazard a guess.. Admiral ALexrerr-hold- 
, ing the views described in the letter of our 
Port’ Arthur correspondent, which we 
published in our issue of Saturday, it is 
useless to expect. thut a very conciliatory 
line of conduet can have been suggested by 
him tohis country’s represbatative at Tokyo. 
_ Nor is there much suggestion of concession 
on the side of Japan, where itis well knowo 
that it is far more thfn the question of 
Maachurie’s future which is concerned. Yet
